Bur 
as the lawe, which is the dumbe magiſtrate, 
was penned without reſpeR of perſon:So the 
magiſtrate which is the (peaking lawe, ſhould 
execute without any affection;as well puniſh- 
ing a Noble adulterer, as a meane onc;as well 
laying the law to a great idolatrous recuſant, 
as to a {mall one ; as well ro fuch as is his 
friend , as to him that is a ſtranger ;as well 


is deſtitute of friends ; and not onely to thoſe 
that openly profetle that groile idolatrie, but 
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to ſuch as vnderhand further that peſtilent 
| ſuperſtition. How daungerous ſuch are, may 
| appeare by that which Socrazes writcth ; that 
| certaine Arian fuppoled to be conucrts, abu- 
| ſing the lenitic and credulitic of Confar- 
| tine che great, infinuated themſclues into his 
| fauour ; and obtaincd oftces, and imploy- 
| ments, in the common-wealth : theſe pub- 
| liquel protelled the doetrine of the Nicene 
| Creed; but ſecretly,and vadcrhand they kept 
| their olde corruptions in their hearts: and by 

all mcanes chey could,collatcrallic with flan- 
| ders, and Iniuſtice , through the lides of the 
| godly, they wounded the holy and innocent 
| cauſe. If there be any ſuch among vs, polleſ-
